of Canada, and in) some respects 
these were but indicative of the un- 
settled state of polities gencrally 
throughout this and other countries. 
Union Government, which was 
brought into being through the efforts 
of Sir Robert Boiden as a war ad- 
ministration late in 1917, having ful- 
filled its destiny, has passed away; 
Sir Robert Borden has laid down the 
responsibilities of the premiership, 
and these have been placed on the 
younger shoulders of Hton. Arthur 
Meighen, who is not only the young- 
est premier Canada ever had, but al- 
so the first man from west of the 
Great Jakes to achicve that high of- 
fice. His Government will be repre 

sentative of the new political organi- 
zation which supercedes the Conserv- 
ative and Unionist parties in Federal 
politics and which has been named 
the National Liberal and Conserva- 
tive Party. In addition to Sir Robert 
Borden, Hon. N. W. Rowell and | 
Hon. Martin Burrell retire from the 
Government; consequently the first 
test of the strength of the new ad- 
ministration with the public will 
come with the clection of the new 
niin sters to be chosen. 

A second change of moment was 
the resignation of Sir Lomer Gouin 
from the preniership of Quebec, an 
office he has held for the past fif- 
teen years, and a longer period than 
any of his predecessors. Sir 
Lomer's retirement does not mean 
any marked change in the Quebec 
Government. He is leaving political 
lite to engage in the activities of bus- 
iness, commerce and finance, and is 
succeeded in the premiership of Que- 
bec by one of his former cabinet col- 


leagues, Mr. Taschereau. 

Fven more significant of prevailing 
public opinion in Canada today was 
the result of the Manitoba Provin- 
cial elections which has created in 
the oldest of the prairie provinces a 


situation somewhat similar to that 
existing in Ontario. Of the four 
largest groups in the next legislature, 
—Liberal, Farmer, Conservative and 
Labor,—no one commands a clear 
majority in the house. Followers of 
the Norris Government constitute 


the largest single group, with Labor 

_ second, Farmers third, and Conserva- 
tive fourth, with few Independents in 
addition. The Norris Government 
will on with the support of 
certain of the Farmer and Indepen- 
dent menibers, while Labor will 
probably constitute the official oppo- 
sition party, 

The Manitoba elections were also 
noteworthy by reason of the fact that 
for the first time in Canada the sys- 
tem of Proportional Represcntation 


carry 


was applied in a Parliamentary elec- 
tion, the city of Winnipeg electing 
its ten representatives by that meth- 
od. All parties seem agreed that it 
was a marked success and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction. With ten members 
to be elected out of a list of 41 can- 
didates nominated, and with 48,000 
ballots cast, the new system was giv- 
en the hardest test yct applied to it 
in any English-speaking country, and 
the successful outcome would seem 
to point to its early adoption through- 
out Canada. 


As indicating that there has been 
little change in the war-time senti- 
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publican and Democratic parties have 
adopted their platforms for the pres- 
idential elections next November and 
named their candidates. A clear-cut 
issue on the Peace Treaty and 
League of Nations is now presented 


to the American people, and the 
voters will themselves decide the 
issue, the Republicans bitterly con- 


demning the acts of President Wilson 
at the Peace conference, and the 
Democrats upholding the League of 
Nations as necessary for the future 
preservation of the peace of the 
world. While not concerned in the 
essentially domestic policies of the 
United States, Canadians will follow 
with keen interest the struggle for 
and against acceptance by the United 
States of a place in the League df 
Nations and as a co-partner with the 
other civilized peoples of the world 
in maintaining the highest inter- 
national ideals.

Seeking the Best Crops 

“Since this work was started ten 
years ago (said the Professor) there 

have been tested out over 600 differ- 

‘ ent varieties of crops of over 60 dif- 
ferent species. As a result we are now 
able to say definitely which of these 
crops are not suitable to western con- 
‘ditions, and which crops are likely to 
give the best results for different 
purposes. 

“These findings are available, not 
merely for the man who attends the 
University, but for every farmer in 
the Province; for the results have 
been embodied in some twenty-eight 

culars pnblished from time to time 
on various phases of crop production. 
’The information is also disseminated 
widely by the Extension Department 
and is available for every speaker 
sent out from the Céllege of Agricul- 
ture. By extensive correspondence, 
too, the results are made widely 
known. . 

“The practical outcome of the 
work has been to determine just what 
crops are likely to prove the most 
profitable, at least in West-Central 
Saskatchewan—the best. cereals, the 


. best for spat tee et ee fod ett 


only guess-work, and farmers fa 
to make good through ignorance of 
many facts which are now well 
established. By appropriating the 
available information graingrowers 
may now avoid many of these pit- 
fallg which in the past have made 
crop-raising such a hazardous busi-' 
ness. 
; Crop Management ’ 

“In addition to determining what; 
crops are best suited to the West, 
we have endeavored to find out the 
best time and method for planting; 
the best amount to sow, and the best 
time and method for harvesting, cur- 
ing and storing each of the crops 
now used by farmers. Every com- 
mon crop grown in Western Can- 
‘ada has been planted at the Univer- 
sity at five different times every 
spring in as many different plots and 
at five different rates per acre; and 
each of these crops has been har+ 
vested at different times and in dif- 
ferent ways—accurate records of the 
agronomic data being kept for every 
test. Thus there is at the 
University an array of facts which, 
when constitute an in- 
valuable guide to farming unger eon- 
ditions similar to those existing at 
the University,. which may be taken 
as typical of the largest soil type and 
climatic zone in the Province. 

Plant Breeding and Selection. 

It is, however, in the work of plant 
breeding and selection that: the work 
of the department has beef most 
pronounced. Literally hundreds of 
thousands of plants have been 
worked over, and scares of crosses 
made, in an effort to produce better 
yielding strains. 

“We have now (continued the Pro- 
fessor), thanks to the indefatigable 
efforts of Cameron, Saville, Kirk, 
Henry, Harrington and others who 
have been associated with the work, 
—we have now, for every crop that 
the farmer grows in this Province, 
one or more varieties that durinig a 
period of from 3 to 5 years, have 
proven superior in carefully con- 
ducted tests to anything now being

Practical Instruction | 
In Agriculture is Better 


' Than Book Farming 


Teaching agriculture ‘from a text 
book is a remnant of the earlier 
method in the development of agri- 
cultural education, as tried the 
public schools. In Ontario, between 
the years 1845 and 1898, four differ- 
ent text books were used. At pres- 
ent there is no prescribed text book 


in agriculture in that province. Not 
that the printed word as a means of 
enlightening the mind is ignored. 
But for young pupils in eclimentary 
schools, the primer in agriculture {s 
the book that lies open in every 
country child’s every day observation 


agriculture, Kubanka wheat, for in- 
stance, hag been shown to be more 
drought and tust resistant than any 
otherwheat, and it deserves a place 
in the southern parts of the Prov- 
ince. A new and, as yet, unnamed, 
oat has been found which is slightly 
more productive “than the highest 
yicider heretofore used.

“We have also a new early pea 
(“Early White”), and a heavy yield- 
ing later variety (‘Carlton’). In the 
ficld of fodder crops the possibilities 
of sunflowers for silage purposes 
have been amply demonstrated. 
“These are all new 
that have not been and are not now 
being grown to any extent in the 
Province, but which will be made 
available for farmers as soon as they 
can be increased for distribution. 


A New Sweet Clover 


“Several very hardy strains of al- 
falfa have been developed for west- 
erm contitions, and one outstanding 
strain of sweet clover has been dis- 
covered and named ‘Arctic’ on ac- 
count of its unusual hardiness and 
gentral suitability to northern condi- 
tions. It is quite possible that ‘Arc-

and twenty annual rotations and 


forty perennial rotations are being 


tested out side by side. Summer- 
fallow is being tilled in 16 different 
ways and measurement taken of the 
effect of each on the yield of five dif- 
ferent crops. Stubble land is culti- 


vated in 8 different ways each year

Even a casual visit to the Univer- 
sity impresses one with the fact that 
little short of a miracle has been-ac- 
complished in the ten years of its 
existence. A chat ble age 
Bracken certainly confirms“this, and 
one begins to understand(the remark 
that the University is “the most valu- 
able asset the Province has.” What 
the application of the results obtain- 
ed in crop production alone will 
mean to the Province in the immedi- 
ate years it would be impossible to 
compute, The wildest figures would 
probably be too small. And crops 
are only one feature of one depart- 
ment of the University’s activities. 


It should be borne in mind that the 
department of Field Husbandry at 
the University does more than con- 
duct crop experiments. Hundreds of 
young farmers (there shpuld be 
thousands), flock there each winter 
fh order to learn the science of crop 
production; while for those who 
cannot so attend there is the exten- 
sion work and the Better Farming 
Train each endeavoring to spread the 


information which the University, 
through its experiments, has been 
able to acquire. 


At the beginning of this year the 
retiring head of the Field Husbandry 
department embodied the results of 
the crop experimental work in a 
book entitled, “Crop Production In 
Weaffra Canada,” which farmers of 
the West will find a veritable Bible 
on the subject of grain growing. It 
goes without saying that this work 
(the result of ten years of investi- 
gation work at the University of 
Saskatchewan), is the most authori- 
tative text obtainable on the subject 
of western crops. It is the Grain- 
growers’ Guide, Farmers will be in- 
terested to learn that in the carly fall 
of this year the same author will put 
out another work entitled, “Dry 
Farming In Western Canada.” 

The publication of two such works 
from so young a University as Sas- 
katchewan literally “speaks vol- 
umes” for the standard of the work 
there being done, and the Province 
may well be proud of its chief in- 
stitution.

Daily Bag Limits are Imposed in 
all the Provinces 

Important changes are involved in 
new regulations under the Migratory 
Birds Convention act. Daily bag 
limits are imposed in all provinces 
and there are new restrictions with 
regard to protection of the birds im- 
posed throughout Canada. 

In Manitoba the open season for 
ducks is September 1 to December 14, 
both inclusive, and the bag limit is 20 
ducks on any oe day to October 1, 
and 40 thereafter in the aggregate of 
all kinds. Len geese are allowed per 
day, 15 brant and 25 aggregate of 
rails, coots and galinules. Plovers 
and yellow-legs are limited to 15; 
snipes, 25; woodocck, 10; doves, 25, 
The season’s duck limit is 250. 

Saskatchewan—Limits are 50 ducks, 
geese or brant, with the smaller 
birds the same as Manitoba. The 
season's limit is 250 birds, including 
ducks, geese or brant. 

Alberta sportsmen may 
ducks daily, 15 geese, 15 brant. 
season's duck limit is 200, 

British Columbia’s limit is 20 ducks 
per day, 10 geese and 15 brant. The 
duck limit is 250 and geese 50, 

The following shooting restrictions 
are imposed throughout all Canada: 

No person shall kill, or attempt to 
kill any migratory game birds dur- 
ing the open season, except with a 
gun not larger than No. 10 gauge. 

No person shall kill, or attempt to 
kill any migratory game birds by the 
use of any automatic gun or battery,
